In ste«'plc< Iinsiug the Greentree Stable has lieen eouspieiious for a number of years pjist and had its 
fair measure of snei-ess iu 1917. The good and reliable Orlando mare. ('herr.v Malotte. w’as its prinei|ail 
money winner, her victories in the I'nited Hunts Double Event Steeph^diase aud the Great United Hunts 
Steeple<-hase ladiig the most lucrative of her triumphs. She (iinslied third in the list of money-winning 
steeplechasers, oiilv Bnsiks aud St. ('harlc-ote leading her in tliat iwrticnlar. Al Reeves was a promising 
rt»eruit to the stabh* and. in winning the Shillebih Steeplecjiase at Saratoga last August from Maitn* 
Uorbeau, Peb«*to. Weldship aud other proved gowl jumpers, put himself iu the front Riiik of cross-country 
ni<*ers. With three victories b» his credit. Syoaset contributed well to the stable’s treasury, but a better 
horse. Svosset II.. could not bi* trained into fitness to ra<*e, because of infirm legs. The other inmates of 
the stable did nothing of iniportami*. although Slipshod. Tetaii. Ro.val Amber. Gainer. Hubbub aud Xeuu- 
phar each won a race.

W'ho 
nsle last year for the stable of James Corrigan, 
would ride this season for the stable of John Lowe. 
Eiirl MiHJuaide. formerly business agent for the Cor- 
rigan stable, will act iu a like <*apacity for the es- 
tablishment in charge of Jolin Lowe and will make 
Kh^eger’s engagements. Kleeger’s contract with his 
forme'r employer dele's not expire until June 1. but 
Mr. C'orrigau has given him permission to ride for 
Lov.-e*. Kleeger is now emphiyeei galloping the Leiwe 
horses at Ilouglas Park. He is regarded as a most 
caiMibh* rider and his services will no doubt lie iu 
demaiiel.

That Mr. Goldsboroiigh is fitting Recount for the 
Preakness is understood, and what is more, he t*on- 
siders him quite a factor. ’’He’ll be a dangerous 
horse.” af'cording to (ioldsborough. and those wins 
liave seen the colt lately are inclined to the belief 
that his trainer is right. 

Recount has grown somewhat and in other wa.vs 
is much improved. His trainer talks about him just 
as be used to talk about Roamer \«iieu that stout 
little son of Knight Errant was at the height of his 
c-areer. 

’’Aiiybod.v who d«»es not think Recount is a fine 
horse has another tlionght coming,” Siiid Mr. Golds - 
borough, ’’and be is ready for some good, bard 
work, w'hich he is going to get from uow' on.

Havre* de Grace, Md.. April 19. — Racing of tin* 
kind that appeals to real lovers of the thoroughbred 
sport featured the fourth day of tin* Havre ile 
Grace meeting. Notwithstanding the absence of 
any siH*cial attraction, the siiort was of the highest 
class and tlie finishes in a majority of the races 
were of the thrilling sensational order. 

T’he running of the fifth race resulted in a 
fatality. King Baggot. the favorite, being jiimiicfl on 
and cut down so badly soon after the start, that 
he had to be destroyed. S«-ari»iu II. was r<*tunH*il 
the winner, but only after u bard and bitter struggle 
with Dervish, which had set the i»ace from the 
start. 

The first disqualification of the me«'ting «*ame as 
the result of Hubbub swerving out all through tli«? 
lH>m«*stretch in tlie closing ra«*e of the afteriMN»ii. 
Firing Line furnislied a surprise in this race, when 
he seored at long odds, Jndge Wingfield, tlie favinr 
ite. getting second place as a n*sult of tin* dis- 
(lualifi(*ation of Uubbnb. which finished second.

I»rolmbly all of 
those nam(*d will be ship|ied l»ack to Maryland for 
the Preakness, to be run May 15. With the im- 
pr*ived transportation facilities it will be possible 
to start iu both of these races and it would be p*nj- 
sible for one colt or filly to win both pri zes.

In fact, it would not surprise me to see 
him beat some fair horses this year. 

Ticket ami Ke«**tunt will 
all win races, but I would not guaraut<*e the younger 
division.” 

That 3Ir. Goldslwroiigh can suci-essfully point a 
horse for a ra«*c is iiicinestioued.

GENERAL NEWS NOTES OF THE DAY 



A Lomkm dispatch of yesterday says all the re- 
maining stages of the man-power bill were <*on- 
I'liided today by both the commons* house of phr- 
liament and the iieers, and the royal assent was 
given the measure. The bill includes; Conscription 
for Ireland; elevation of tlie army age to .50 .vears 
and in some cases to 55; combing out of industries 
to secure men. heretofore exempt, for war servk-e. 
C'ouscription of Ireland is expected to add 161.0W 
men to the fighting forces. Altogether, it is esti- 
mated. from 495.000 to 600,000 men will be brought 
into the militiint lines. Chancellor of the Ex- 
clieipier A. lUmar Law, replying to a query in the 
House of Commons, declared he expected that Irish 
4*unK<*ription w’otild be enforoed before August 1. 
The leaders of the Nationalists in Ireland, including 
the Uedmonites, wlio are now leil by John Dillon, 
the Sinn Feiners, O’Brienites, Laborites and Cler- 
icals, are united in their determination to resist 
<‘ouKcription “by the most effective means at our 
disposal.” which is the wording of a resolution 
imssed at a meeting of bishops at Maynooth Thurs- 
day. 

British troops are standing firm before strong 
enemy attacks on the front north of Arras, while 
KOiitheast of Amiens the Freiieh have driven the 
Germans Inick in the region of Catsel. Tlie heaviest 
fighting <111 the northern front is on the southern 
skle of the salient from 8t. Venaut, west of Mer- 
vilk*. to <;iven<*by. On this eleven-mile front the 
CtermaiiK are using ten divisions, or about 137,(MN) 
men, Catitiire of most of the Messlnes-Wytschaete 
ridge by the tiermaus di<l not seriously wreakeii the 
Britisli iMmition, as Field Marshal Haig outwitteil 
tlie enemy by withdrawing bis lines nortlieast and 
4*ast of Ypres. In this region the Germans are 
floundering in mud, while efforts to turn tiie Brit- 
ish line south of Yores by taking Kemniel Hill have 
failed with severe losses. Twice Thursday the Ger- 
mans threw large for<*es against this hill, but eui'li 
time were thrown back in sharp eneouiiters. Intense 
fighting and artillery duels continue here and w’est- 
wani toward Meteren. 

Rheinis. wlikdi has been on fire for a week, is now 
nothing but a great pile of smoking ruins. During 
the last week tlie tleniiaus have fire<l more than 
KNMHN) shells into tlie heart of the city, m-cordiug 
to t!ie I’orresiioiKlent of Le Matin, and flames from 
the burning bnildings can be aeen by aviators sixty 
and s«*venty miles away. There are no traees of 
streets and thoroughfares, w’hich have disap|K‘ared 
from view iin<ler tlie a<*eumulation of debris. An- 
cient buildings in the Place Royale and tlie market 
place and the Musicians* HoaK’. which dates from 
the sixteenth <-eiitiiry. Iiave been reduced to ileliris 
and asiies. The vaulting of the famous Rlieims Ca- 
tliedral. the <*<»rres|iondent says, is falling stmie by 
stone, and mmoi there will b<* nothing left of the 
eilifk’e but the w<*st front aiul tbe pillars. Shells 
are still bursting all around the building. 

The iiolitical situation in Anstria-llinigary re- 
mains extremely delicate, according to an official 



dispatch to Washington from Switserland, summar- 
izing reports from Budapest and comment in Aus- 
trian and German newspapers. Austria, the reimrt 
said, is coming to the greatest difficulties; se<*ur- 
Ity no longer exists and tlie sitnatiou “is capable of 
any possibility.” Markeil discontent reigns in Vi- 
enna, acc-ording to the dispatch, while speeidies de- 
livered in Parliament b.v the Czechs. Jngo- Slavs and 
1‘oles inspire hatred of Germany and demand re- 
organization of Anstria- Hungary. 

Late news yesterday aftermxm from the western 
fighting front say the French made deckled gains 
over a five mile stretch. Tbe dispatch reads; The 
French admlnistereil a sharp setback to the Ger- 
man forces, which since tbe great imsh have been 
hammering away relentlessly in an attempt to get 
astrid<‘ the railroad connecting Amiens with Cler- 
mont. Tlie attack was carried out brilliantly. It 
began at dawn along a front extending about five 
miles lietween Tliennes and Maill.v-Raineval. 

Tlie activities of the German military authorities 
in suppressing proimgaiida at home an* shown in the 
following quotation from a German bulletin re<?eiveil 
at Amerk*an headquarters in France: “Baron Von 

GayL general couimandiag the Seventh fkMman army 
eoiqis in Mnenster, offers 3,090 marks ($750) to the 
lierson who first succeeds in implicating an English 
or American agent guilty of inciting disturbsiuces or 
r-^voliitiiins in this district in sih’Ii a manner that he 
ma.v be comlemm^l by a court.” 

Says a Tokyo dispatch of Tliursilay: Those 

in Japan who favor Japanese intervention in 
Siberia foumi no encouragement in the words of Vis- 
count Yasu.vi^ I’cliida, former amlaissador at Wash- 
ington. who, on his return here from bis post as 
ambassador to Russia, express<‘d iloiibt as to the 
wisdom of entering Siberi.n at this time. II is eon- 
vietion was that Bolshevism twlay represents the 
tlMHiglit of a great majority of the Russian iieople. 

The Quartermaster Generars Department is pre- 
paring (Niuipment for an arm.v of 2.500,000 in the 
field by the end of 1918, it developeii yesterday-. 
Estimates for Congress provide an increase of 
LOthkOOO men in the armed forces during the next 
fis<*al year. The House Military Committee met 
with War Department officials yestenUiy and re- 
ceived a summary of tlie estimates. 

It is rumoreil in the House of Commons that I.ord 
Northeliffe contemplates resigning the two imsitiuns 
lie occupies nmler the government as head of the 
British -American mission and director of enemy 
iwopagauda as a protest against the inclusion of 
Austen Cliamberlfiin in the cabinet, says a cable 
from London yesterday. 

The administration silver bill, introduced by Sen 
ator Pittman, of Nevada, providing for the with- 
draw’al from the treasury of $850,000,000 in silver 
<iollars to be melted Into bullion to meet foreign 
traile lailances. was passed Thursday hy the Senate 
without a roll <’all. The bill goes to the House.

A number of the eligibles to this stake have al- 
ready fared the starter, both at Bowie and Havre 
de Grace.
